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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues, that although the instant 
specification discloses urethane, epoxy, polyester and polyether acrylates as meeting the thermal expansion coefficient recited in the 
claims and the applied references use these same materials, the prior art does not meet the claims because they did not have exactly the 
same consideration as the applicant when choosing these materials. The applicant seeks to dodge the issue that these are inherent 
properties and burden then placed upon them to perform testing to exclude members of the classes recited by the applicant. The 
examiner holds that the media of the prior art inherently meet the limiations of the claims and most of these do consider tilt/warpage, 
which would result from poor choices of the materials. The rejections stand. The applicant may wish to review the value for the Young's 
modulus appearing in line 5 of claim 18.. 
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
